THAW TO GO ON STAND 


St. Louis Woman Testifies|.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July 1.— 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw took the stand 
at the afternoon session today in the 
hearing of Harry‘ K. Thaw’'s mental 
condition. Mrs. Thaw appeared as a 
witness for the State, which is oppos- 
ing the release of her husband from 
the Matteawan Insane Asylum. 

Justice Mills ruled that Mrs. Thaw 
might answer the questions the State 
desired to know regarding an alleged 
threat to kill her made by Harry Thaw 
during a conversation at Matteawan. 

Mrs. Thaw asked if she could not claim 
a privilege in refusing to answer on the

Militant Priest Takes Dennis 
O’Donnell’s Savings for Safe 
Keeping. 


Father Timothy Dempsey, militant 
priest, pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, 
and proprietor of the hotel bearing his 
name, ‘“‘held up’’ a man at Eighth and 
Locust streets Thursday and took $50 
from him.

“And what are you going to do with 
it?’’ 

“Sure, I’m aie to blow it in. I feel 
like spending my wealth this morning.” 

“I'll not go with you for any such 
purpose,’’ said the priest. 

Father Dempsey trailed his parish- 
oner and saw him enter the bank. 

A few minutes later O'Donnell came 
out. In his hand he carried a bundle 
of paper money. | 

He caught sight of Father Dempsey 
standing on the corner. Shaking .the 
money at the priest, O’Donnell cried: 

“I got it, Father. Now Im going to 
spend it, every cent.”’ 

“No, you're not,’’ said Father Demp- 
sey, making a lunge for him. 

Two hundred and forty pounds of 
clerical avoirdupois landed on O'’Don- 
nell, the force of a vise clamped his 
wrist and the money was wrenched 
from his grasp.

Asserted That Attitude of Citi- 
zens Regarding Damages 
Would Be Benefit: 





Three of the six members of the 
Board of Public Improvements will op- 
pose under any circumstances. the pro- 
posal of Julius Pitzman to lay 3080 feét 
of additional trackage in Forest Park as 


a means of removing the Wabash and 
Rock Island railroads from private 
property, by whose owners he is em- 
ployed as engineer. ##-- cee 

Of the other members of the Board, 
two are willing to consider the plan 
as an alternative, and one prefers the 
scheme to any other of the feasible 
methods of abolishing the grade cross- 
ings between Union and Delmar boule- 
vards. 

Street Commissioner Travilla, Water 
Commissioner Adkins and Park Com- 
missioner Scanlan are those who’ are 
unreservedly against the further use of 
the park for tracks. President Reber 
says that at first blush the plan is ob- 
jectionable, but he might be reconciled 
to its adoption if there is no protest 
from the Municipal Assembly and the 
people.at large. 

Sewer Commissioner Fardwell says he 
would support the plan to insure the 
abolition of grade crossings, but admits 
that depression of the tracks along the 
presént route of the Wabash Rail 
will accomplish ail ‘tiat- ts ‘possibie™ 
a shifting of the failroads from their 
present situation. 

Harbor and Wharf Commissioner 
Whyte intimates that his concurrence 
is contingent on the ability of the 


-originators of the scheme to treat the 


right-of-way through the park so artis- 
tically as to prevent its becoming un- 
sightly. 

Travilla Explains Plan. 

‘The removal of the tracks to Forest 
Park ought not to be seriously consid- 
ered for a moment,’’ said Street Com- 
missioner Travilla te a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, Thursday. 

‘‘The abolition of grade crossings can 
be brought about in two other ways, 
one of which, at least, should be satis- 
factory both to the railroads and the 
owners of property along the tracks. 

“So far as I am concerned, I don’t 
believe the plan will carry. Certainty 
it will not be approved with the help 
of my vote.’ 

Park Commissioner Scanlan says, his 
opposition to any increase of the track- 
age already in the park is well under- 
stood. , 

“I refused to entertain the proposi- 
tion to operate street cars in the park, 
and certainly I could not consistently 
advocate more railroad tracks,’’ he said. 

“Unless converted I shall cast my 
vote against Mr. Pitzman’s scheme—and 
I don’t think my conversion is a pos- 
sibility.’’ 

If the use of Ferest Park were the 
only hope of abolishing the grade cross- 
ings Water Commissioner Adkins says 
he would favor the plan, but he con- 
tends that there is no necessity for it 

“We can depress the tracks without 
changing their position or direction,’’ he 
said, “and that is the only solution that 
ever was seriously contemplated until 
this new proposition was broached.”’ 


Reber Thinks It Useless. 


President Reber confirms Water Com- 
missioncr Adkins’ statement that until 
after the public hearing Wednesday. 
when Mr. Pitzman presented his scheme 
for appreval, the Board had given no 
thought to the plan of Spmagteneing the 
tracks to Forest Park. 

“At first glance the donation of a 
f/ght-of-way through Forest Park does 
not meet my favor,” said Mr. Reber, 
“but there might be justification for it. 
However, the Municipal Assembly and 
the people have heretefore been so stead- 
fast in their opposition to the plan that 
there hardly would be any use in sug- 
gesting kt now. 

“I mean only to indicate that if there 
‘8 no hostility to the scheme it has mer- 
its which commend it. The Board Iim- 
ited ‘its studies of thé grade crossings 
on the Wabash simply to deciding be- 
tween elevating and depressing the 
tracks along their present course. De- 
Pression, of course, found most sup- 
port.”’ 

Once convinced that the right-of-way 
could be beautified, Harbor Commission- 
er Whyte says he would vote the rall- 
roads permission to lay more tracks in 
the park. 

“Mr. Pitgman has promised to have 
George E. Kessler make a study of the 
Proposed route from Union boulevard 
to De Baliviere avenue, and until I see 
just how that.looks I don’t care to give 
a definite opinion,” sald Mr. Whyte.

Logan M. Sleeper Believed to 
Have Drowned Himself 
in Mississippi. 


SISTER MADE FORTUNE 


Out of Work After Her Death, 
‘He Resorted to Money 
Lenders. 


Worried by his financial obligations, 
Logan M. Sleeper, aged 60, of 2502 Sul- 
livan avenue, is believed to have drowned 
himself in the Mississippi. His hat, 
toots and waistcoat were found Thurs- 
day at the foot of Florida street. A 
note in one of the pockets contained a 
list of Sleeper’s debts, amounting to 
less than $500, and the intimation that 
he would commit suicide. 

Sleeper worked for 20 years in his sis- 
ter’s restaurant at Eleventh and Olive 
streets. The sister, a Mrs. Kiepper, re- 
tired from business two years ago with 
a fortune estimated at $100,000, all of 
which she had made in her restaurant. 
She died recently, leaving all her prop- 
erty to her husband. 

He had not had. steady employment 
since his sister’s retirement from the 
restaurant. 

The letter signed by Sleeper was ad- 
dressed to William Urian, 214 Wright 
Building. The tone of the letter indi- 
cated that Sleeper was worried about 
his debts, particulars over $138 he owed 
to the New York Finance Co., 208 Odd 
Fellows Building. The letter read: 

Dear Sir: This may surprise you 

somewhat, but I cannot help it. I 

have been driven to it. I am go in 

debt that I cannot see any way out. 

I owe a party in the Odd Fellows’ 

Building, room 208, $138, for which I 

agreed to pay $11.50 a month. I have 

paid three months. June and July 
is past due. 
I cannot see any way to meet it. 

I also owe June and July house rent, 

$13.50 a month. I pawned my wife's 

watch and ring at Dunn's on Frank- 
lin avenue on the 6th of the month. 

That is past due, which is $8.20. 

Also my watch and ring on the 
west side of Seventh street, between 

Pine and Olive¢ for $4, which is due. 

That will be $4.10. 

The letter was signed by Sleeper. On 
he reverse side of the paper was a list

thing he owed, and below the statement 
he wrote: 

“See that this party don’t make any

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SHAH REFUSES 
TO TREAT, MORE 
WAR EXPECTED 


Special Cable te the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World, 

TEHERAN, Persia, July 15.—The Brit- 
ish and Russian ministers have advised 
the Shah to make terms with the Na- 
tionalists, who now appear to be in com- 
plete command of the situation in the 
capital. The Shah refuses and the coun- 
try is awaiting the shock of another 
conflict when the Nationalists carry out 
their avowed purpose of attacking the 
stronghold at Sultanatabad. 

The situation in Teheran this morning 
shows some improvement. Firing has 
practically ceased. Rifle fire is still go- 
ing on. between the Balkhtiaris in the 
service of the Shah and the National- 
ists, but the Persian Cossacks have 
taken no part in these charges for the 
last two hours. ; 

Yesterday evening the forces of the 
Shah attacked the northeastern gate 
of the city, but they were repulsed by 
the Nationalists with heavy losses. 

The secretary of the Russian legation 
arrived at the Mejliss building last 
night, in behalf of Gen. Laikhoff, and 
submitted written proposgis for the 
surrender of the Cossacks under his 
command. He asked,’ first, that the 
Nationalists should cease attacking the 
Cossacks; that the Cossacks should be 
allowed to continue service under the 
future Persian Government, and that 
their safety should be guaranteed if 
they laid down their arms. 

Sipahdar and Sardarasad replied that 
the officials and Cossacks were free two

Within twenty-four hours. At 9 a mM. 
Thursday the reading at St. Louls was 
85.2, showing :. rise since 7 a. m. Mr. 
Rurrows says that with the information 
he has in hand from up-river points 
he can see no more than two-tenth of an 
inch additional rise 

The Mississippi! ts falling at Hanntba), 
Keokuk and points north. There has 
been a slight rise at Grafton, due io 
Missouri River back water. The Mis- 
souri is fulling at Glasgow and Boon- 
ville. From Arlington on the Gasconade 
and Bagnell on the Osage come cheer- 
ing reports of falling water. 

The water at the “ a. m. reading was 
_ about four Inches higher than the crest 
of the flood on June 20, 1908. Only twice 
since 1858 has the river becn so high as 
now.

The flood of 1858 reached a crest of 
87.5 feet. The champten of al! floods 
in the Mississippi of which there ts rec.- 
ord was that of 1844, which reached Its 
creat of 41.4 on June 27. 

Practically no further damnze can be 
done by the present flood. The chief 
loss falla upon the tarmers. Hundreds 
of farmers tn the Ulinois bottoms and 
in the’ low-laying lands in St. Charles 
“and &t. louts counties have lost heavily 
,in corn, wheat and potatoes, while at 
Somme points the orchards bave euffered 
material damage. 

Ti Is estiinated roughly that the farm- 
ers on Missouri Point, St. Charles Coun- 
tv, have lost a quarter of a million dol- 
lars by the tnundation of their wheat 
and corn crops from the two great riv- 
era, 


Missourl Point Damage. 

More damage is belleved to have been 
Gone at Misxsour!l Potnt than at any 
other place in the general vicinity of St 
Louts. So rapid was the increase of the 
fleod Wednesday that farmers had to 
fiee for their lives. They had fought 
three days in a tosing battle to save 
their crops. Wundreds of acres of land 
on the Pvoint were flooded Wednesday 
- night, adding to the large areas already 
under water. 

Farmers Driven From Homes. 


Fifty farmers in the Cul de Sac Lake 
bottoms, three miles north ef St. 
Charies, were driven from their homes 
Wednesday night when the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas railway embankment 
broke, and caused the flooding of thous- 
ands of acres of tow tands.

The 
break caused an entire suspension of 
traffic on the Missouri, Kansas & Tex- 
as road between St. Charles and St. 
Louis. The gap in the tracks, origtinal- 
ly 2% feet, had widened to 150 feet Thurs- 
day morning. 

Several threshing machines that were 
being operated day and night in an ef- 
fort to clean up the wheat so that itt 
would not be destroyed by the fleod, 
were inundated. 

Another break is expected in the rail- 
road tracks protecting the Black Wal- 
nut district. There are 15 threshing ma- 
chines in this district, running day and 
night, to thresh the wheat before the an- 
ticipated break comes. From St. Charles 
160 men went Thursday marning to help 
the farmers save thelr wheat crops. 

The “Katy” embankment formed a 
levee that has protected botteome far- 
mers from floods during the past 10 
years, For severa) days crews of mien 
have been piling sacks of sand on top 
of the railroad @¢mbankments to prevent 
the low lands from being flooded. Al) 
day Wednesday the water was three 
inches bigher than the railroad ties, 
but wus held back by sand bags. 

After nightfall the workers were un- 
uble to cepe with the situation, and 
the rnaflroad embankment gave way. 





The water rushed through the break 


with a great roar, and began spread- 
ing over the farms. 

Some of the farmers who lost all or 
part of their crops are, William Wiedy, 
Benjamin Goerding, William Wester- 
field, Al §kinner, Everett Woods, Jacob 
Watelhorst, Henry Knobe, Simpson 
Hardy, Fritz Qchelpohl, Charles Weh- 
meyer, Dan Stewart and Napoleon La 
Barge. 

Thousands of snakes and muskrats 
have been driven out of the low lands, 
any they are thick as flies along the 
roads adjacent to the flooded districts. 

A hundred men are working day and 
night te prevent the breaking of the 
Prairle Du Pont levee, which protects 
the old village of Cahokia. Farmers take 
turns at the work. Their wives prepare 
food for them, which they eat in the 
schoolhouse. The water against the levee 
is four feet higher than the ground level! 
of Cahokia. A cut was made in the levee 
before the flood, to make way for the 
new drainage canal, and the farmers 
have been filling this cut. They made the 
levee five inches higher at that point 
Wednesday night. 

Backwater from Indian Lake, north of 
East St. Louis, !s threatening to over- 
flow National City, the stockyards 
neighberhoed, which ts said to be the 
richest incorporated village in the world, 
according to its population. 

The water to the north, held by the 
Terminal levee, is four feet higher than 
the town.

j NEW RECORD 
PATTEN ACTIVE 


Delay in Harvest Caused by 
Rains Works to Advantage 
of Wheat King. 


— 





CHICAGO, July 15.—Wheat for July 
delivery made a fresh spurt upward on 
the Board of Trade teday, when the 
price touched $1.29, compared with $1.36% 
@1.26%, the closing figures of the pre- 
vious day. 

The new high record mark for the 
season was established on initial trades, 
opening quotations ranging from $1.27% 
to $1.29. The more distant deliveries, 


however, were inclined to be weak, 

The strength of the July delivery, 
however, was of short duration. Many 
of the smaller holders began to take 
profits early in the day, resulting in a 
gradual decline. Before the selling had 
been exhausted the price had sunk te 
$1.22%. At the close ef trading the price 
for July was $1.23%4. 

“Deacon Jim" Patten, whe controls 
about al) the smal! available stocks of 
wheat in the West, has evolved what he 
calls another “natural corner” in the 
current July option. That j« why wheat 
is Hkely to reach $1.60. 

Speculators who .have been selling 
wheat short for twe months, en the the- 
ory that the new crop would come rush- 
ing in, fill up the bins and mills, swamp 
the speculators for tne rise, awoke today 
to find themselves in a hole, with Patten 
in command of the situatien. 

The new winter wheat crop did not 
come with a rush. Harvesting has been 
delayed by rain and floods, and the 
movement has been retarded by the 
same factors. What wheat 4ijd arrive in 
Kansas City and other southwestern 
ee points was quickly seized by 
Pmiliers and their appetites are still keen. 

Controls All Chicago Wheat 

Patten controls all the contract wheat 
here, less than 1,000,000 bushels. He has 
sold and shipped 7,000,000 bushels of 
wheat delivered to him in the May “cor- 
ner,”” when he put the price above $1.30. 
He has frequently said July would sell 
as high as May, and he is making good 
his prediction. The price went up 7 cents 
a bushel] today. The rise was due to buy- 
ing by shorts, and weuld have gone 
much further, if Patten had not let go 
of enough to keep the market at $1.27. 

When shorts went to Mr. Patten with 
offers of settlement, it is said they were 
told to buy the grain in the pit. The 
attempt to carry out this line of ac- 
tion was the cause of the 7-cent ad- 
vance Wednesday. 


“WHEAT KING” DOUBLES VALUE 
OF PROPERTY TO BE TAXED 


CHICAGO, July 15.—James A. Pat- 
ten, who is said by fellow members of 
the Board of Trade to have made a 
profit of $300,000 within 2% hours, yester- 
day found himself on top of the IMst of 
Evanston taxpayers, and his option on 
this distinction he proposes not to close 
out for some time.

MILLIKEN 1S BG 
WINNER ON RISE 
IN JULY WHEAT 


Creditable Rumor Places Pro- 
fits Between $250,000 
and $350,000. 





$27,000 QN ONE DEAL 
Predicts That Farmers Will 
Get Even Higher Prices 
for Golden Cereal. 


While St. Louis traders ‘‘short” of the 
July wheat option were scrambiing 
wildly to cover their contracts. John T. 
Milliken was adding a new fortune to 
his bank roll by disposing of 2,000,000 
bushels of the golden cerea! at a profit 


variously estimated at from $250,000 to 
$350,000. 

In one trade alone, Milliken cleaned 
up the tidy sum of $27,000. 

Were Caught by Rise. 
majority of the talent on the St. 
Louls Merchants’ Exchange, according 
to Milliken, speculated heavily on the 
selling side of July wheat, and were 
punished severely on the bulge on which 
wheat rose about 6 cents a bushel in- 
side of two days. In Chicago the July 
option advanced 10 cents over last 
week’s figures. 

“IT am out of all my July wheat now,”’ 
said ‘Milliken to a Post-Dispatch re 
porter. ‘“O, no, I haven’t made a half 
million, as some say, but I have plenty 
of vacation money in my pocket. 

‘"T have been a bull on wheat for 
more than six months, because I 
thought conditions warranted high 
prices,”’ 

“Do you think the farmers will con- 
tinue to receive more than a dollar for 
their wheat?’’ Mr. Milliken was asked. 


Predicts $2 for Wheat. 

“Yes, and $2 eventuagly, if arything 
happens to the spring wheat crop,” he 
replied. 

“The bins of the world are empty, and 
before they can be filled the needs of 
millers will have to be supplied. The 
only cure for the situation is economy 
in consumption of flour. There isn’t 
enough wheat to go around at prevail- 
ing prices. 

“I know that it will come in in large 
quantities in. the next few weeks, but 
the cash price, in my opinion, will not 
be very seriously affected.”’ 

Milliken expects to make further ac- 
cessions to his bank account by ‘“‘bull- 
ing’’ the September option, which is new 
quoted at about $1.69 St. Louls, and $1.12 
Chicago, per bushel. 

Squeese in September Option. 

“The congestion in September will be 
as bad as it has been in July,” he said. 
“There is a little easing off now in 
July, after the pronounced squeeze of 
the past day or two. I am handling my 
September trades through the Chicago 
market.” 

“The St. Louts market is not very pop- 
ular with traders or millers. 


Crop in Europe in Poor Condition. 
“There are a great many reasons why 


the farmer may expect a stiffening de- 
mand for his grain products. In the 
first place, the crop in the various Eu- 
ropean countries, eutside of Russia, is 
not in promising condition. 

“Owing to drouth the Argentine crop 
will be a complete fallure. 

“The result of this will be a world- 
wide demand for American wheat, with 
experters bidding up the options. 

Milliken Played a Lone Hand. 

“Of course, all this might be put down 
as a one-man view of the situation. At 
the same time, I think I have been al)- 
most alone so far ag the St. Louis trad- 
ing element is concerned in my opinion 
that July wheat would sel] above $1.25 
a bushel. I made that prediction a few 
weeks ago, and everybody gave me the 
laugh. It is different now.’’ 

Milliken explained that while the 
floods and recent rains have delayed 
the cutting and threshing of wheat, 
and thereby impaired deliveries, the 
“short” interest has been so great that 
the July option was bound to soar, even 
if weather conditions had been pro- 
pitious.

Threatened to End Life. 

“But he wept. He said he had no one 
fn the world to care for him—that he 
had been very unhappy with his wife 
and that she had refused to get a di- 
vorce from him. 

“T knew he was ill, that he had to die. 
The doctor had told him he had quick 
consumption and that he weuld not live 
to see the snow again. He had a re- 
volver and he*was so desperately tired 
ef everything I knew he meant what he 
gaid when he declared he would end 
ft all if I left him. So I stayed and 
mursed him. That is all. In my heart 
I cannot believe I have done wrong.” 

Leo Veere is at the City Hospital,

to Poughkeepsie and resumed his studies 

in school. 

Miss Von Oestern said today that she 
was sure she had narrowly escaped 
being killed by Balsinde last night. 

Girl Feared for Life. 

“T had an engagement with him,” she 
sald, “and met him in Union Square. 
He seemed crazy and desperate. He 
tried to get me to go to Cuba with him, 
saying he would leave today, and when 
Im-refused he said he would kill me. I 
was so frightened I jumped on the first 
street car that came along and hur- 
ried home.”’ 

Miss Von Oestern lives at 82 Lott 
street, Flatbush, with her father, George 
Von Oestern, who was an actor in Ed- 
win Booth’s company. She is a hand-

over the news of the young Cuban's 
suicide. ' 

Young Balsinde has been madly infac- 
uated with Miss Von Oestern for the 
last ten months and to follow -her 
around he quit his studies and spent 
thousands of dollars...

A letter dated July 2, found in his 
room, was addressed “Dear Louisa.” 
The letter said in part: 

I'am going away soon. I have had 
enough trouble with my people al- 
ready. I am going back to Cuba, to 
my mother, who will forgive me for 
all my foolish acts. 

I will be the same aristocratic 
young gentleman I was when I left 
Havana a year ago with the foolish 
purpose to follow an actress. Re- 
member, I said I came here to New 
York to see a friend and you have 
tried to stop my friendship toward 
that one. You tell me she does not 
love me but is only after my money. 
That is not so, for she is a good 
girl and works. I love-her and will 
see her when I come -back. Good 
bye. JUAN.

For hia baby, Harold Stix 
Leeker, he sent a contribution of $2 to 
the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free 
Ice Fund. 

This contribution of Mr. Leeker 
shows. the widespread interest of the 
people in the movement to save the 
lives of the babies. In every home 
where there is a baby that is strong 
and healthy there is a desire on the 
part of the parents that all other 
babies be in equally as fortunate cir- 
cumstances. 

The poor babies in the hot, crowded 
tenements cannot grow and develop, 
under the unfavorable conditions in 
which they live, unless they have nour- 
ishing foed. Fathers and mothers who 
work in sweatshops and other none too 
sanitary places are often unable to pro- 
vide them with the pure milk necessary 
to sustain life and make them strong 
and vigorous.

These little girls are making lemonade 
and selling it to their friends. The 
proceeds are to go to the poor babies 
who are so numerous in the neighbor- 
hood where these little girls live. They 
will have their lemonade stand at 1523

a glass of their lemonade will help in 
the work of saving the babies. 

Pennies count for a great deal in a 
work of this kind. The pennies of the 
children, when put together, will save 
the lives of many babies during the het 
summer months.

NEW ORLBANS, La., July 15.—Wyatt 
H. Ingram Jr. attempted suicide yester- 
day fearing he would be imprisoned on 
a charge of forgery. Later he made a 
confession that he had stolen from §$75,- 
000 to $100,000 of the funds of the Hi- 
bernia Bank, of which he was trust 
officer. 

Ingram’s trouble is believed by his 
friends “to be due to his desire to be a 
society leader. He was married three 
months ago to Miss Lilly Post, one of 
the belles of Louisiana. 

He has been the trust officer of the 
bank for six years, was a director in 
the Progressive Union, and steed high 
socially and jin business circles. The 
defalcation came to light through ° the 
forgery of a $5000 note by Ingram. 

Some irregularity developed in his ac- 
counts yesterday and yesterday morning 
Vice-President Pool told him his ac 
counts would be audited. 

Ingram left the bank saying he would 
return in a moment, and, failing, Mr. 
Pool got into communication with his 
home and with Ingram’s bride of three 
months. 

_Found in Convulsions. 

A physician and a bank clerk started 
in an automobile in search for Ingram 
At neon they found him under a tree ir 
Audubon Park in convulsions, resulting 
from a grain of strychnine he had tak- 
‘en. He was hustled to his home and 
given medical aid. 

After he had recovered sufficiently 
from the effects of the poison and the 
restoratives he was brought to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office by two detectives, 
and there made a voluntary confession 
declaring he had begun taking money 
two years ago to help a friend out 
during the panic, and then, after saving 
his friend, he got in deeper himself and 
was unable to get out. He said he had 
speculated in stocks and bonds.

Alton Heroine Takes Husband 
Six Miles Daily on Swol- 
len River.

Child Drowns in Stream

Helen Ida Wilkinson, 13 years old, who 
had spent the day in warning persons 
not to cross a wagon bridge spanning 
a swollen creek near her home at Hop 
Hollow, three miles above Alton, gaya 
her life in execution of her mission. She 
fell into the water and was caught under 
the bridge and arowned. 

Henry Hammon and David Jacobs, 


neighbors, found the girl’s hat afloat 


with fishhooks, one of which caught in 
her clothing. 

The child had ‘been sent by her moth- 
er, Mrs. William Stafford, Wednesday 
afternoon, to get a bucket of bin ve at 
a spring across the creek, which rung 
close to the house. She crossed the 
swollen stream in a rowboat, filled her 
bucket and returned to the bridge, from 
which she is supposed to. have fallen into 
the water. 


Warned Mar: of Danger. 

The little ‘girl wi.s an expert swim- 
mer. Itis believed she was caught under 
a bridge from which she fell while play- 
ings Henry Ammon and David Jacons, 
neighbors, saw her hat afloat and 
dragged the water in the vicinity of the 
bridge with fishhooks, one of the hooks 
catching in the drowned girl’s clothing. 

Mrs. Stafford arrived from her home, 
several hundred feet away, just after 
the men had taken the vody from the 
water. The mother and the men worked 

vainly for an hour in trying to resuscl- 
tate the child. 

Wednesday Helen was on the water 
much of the day, warning persons not 
to cross the county wagon road bridge, 
a frail wooden structure, because the 
water beyond was very deep and there 
was @anger. She told travelers to make 
a detour instead of trying to get through 
the deep water in the woods beyond the 
bridge. 

Nobody saw the child fall into the 
water. The theory is that she sat on 
the edge of the bridge with her feet in 
the water, which came up to the road- 
way of the bridge, and slipped off the 
structure when it sagged. 

A Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict of 
accidental drowning. 

Mrs. William Stafford for a month 
has been rowing her husband to his 
work at the Duncan foundry, in Alton, 
each morning and back home each even- 
ing, a distance of nearly three miles 
each way. 

Mrs. Stafford is 3 years old, with 
muscles like an athlete. The family has 
a little home on the bank of Hop Hollow 
branch, which at normal stage is too 
shallow for rowing. Before the flood 
came Mrs. Stafford and her husband 
walked to the Mississippi, several hun- 
dred yards, and embarked. Now they 
can step into the boat almost at their 
door. : 

Hop Hollow branch is +r 
rent, 12 feet deep in front of the Staf- 
ford home. The unusual conditions have 
not daunted Mrs. Stafford, who, since 
the flood, has continued to take her 
husband to his work by boat. She rows 
downs the swollen branch into the Mis- 
sissippi and down the river to the feun- 
dry under the bluffs. Driftwood and 
floating. wreckage from houses and 
farms have not deterred her. 

The start each morning is made about 
6 o’clock. The trip down the river oc- 
cupies about forty minutes. Mrs. Staf- 
ford rows back, alone, in about an hour.

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" INVADING FOREST PARK. 

The impudent proposal to shift the Wabash 
Railroad tracks between Union and De Baliviere 
avenues from private property to public property 
in Foregt Park is again before the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements. It is urged in connection with 
@ measure to abolish grade crossings west of 
Union. 

It is proposed to continue the Wabash tracks 
now in Forest Park for an additional 3000 feet. 
Union avenue is to be crossed by. a viaduct and the 
additional tracks are to be elevated half the dis- 
tance and depressed the other half. The 3000 feet 
of elevated and depressed track will cut off a strip 
of Forest Park equal in area to Lafayette Park 
and turn it into a frontyard park for the Catlin 
residence tract. The railroad tracks will be lift- 
ed from the rear of the Catlin tract and Water- 
man and other contiguous places and put into 
the public park. 

It is difficult to conceive of a more insolent and 
unjustifiable attempt to improve private property 
at the expense of the public—to damage and 
seize public recreation grounds for the benefit of 
private property holders. 

Instead of increasing the tracks in Forest Park 
all the power of the city should be concentrated 
upon an effort to remove those now in the park. | 
The Board of Public Improvements should stand 
like a wall against this greedy invasion of the 
park. Twice the Post-Dispatch has beaten de- 
termined efforts to accomplish this job, and the 
issue should be met and settled for all time.

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REJECTING “HOME RULE.” 

Kansas City, in demonstration of its posses- 
sion of good sense, rejected a home rule proposi- 
tion which would transfer from State to city 
the control of the liquor traffic. Behind this 
so-called home-rule movement there, as in St. 
Louis, were all the forces working for the lifting 
of restrictions on the dramshop. Centralized in 
a single city these forces could and would gain 
and hold control, to the increase of disorder, de- 
moralization and crime. 

Excise matters are pecullarly State affairs. 
State laws regulate them and must continue to 
regulate them. Instead of relieving the State of 
this supervision, it should be still further ex- 
*tended. That form of home rule which promises 
@ surrender of saloon regulation to the saloon 
element marks a sad interpretation of a noble 
theory that the people of a city should conduct 
their own affairs without interference. But con- 
trol of the liquor traffic is not the affair of a 
city and never should be exclusively within a 
city’s control. 

In rejecting the plan, Kansas City did what 
St. Louis would do. St. Louis knows that with- 
out some check on the police by the Governor 
and without an Excise Commissioner independ- 
ent of local influences, there would be a speedy 
relapse into the intolerable conditions which pre- 
ceded Folk’s activities.

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son of Chiappini. the Italian jailer), 
Louis Philippe, had already won distinc- 
tion as a soldier. But in 1793 he was ban- 
ished from France. For the next 21 
years he wandered through Europe, and 
even spent some time in the United 
States. When Napoleon was overthrown 
and Louis XVIII (younger brother of 
Louis XVI) became King, the exile re- 
turned. 

But from the first Louis Philippe and 
the King did not get on well together. 
Louis Philippe believed in the rights of 
men, in equality and other of the old 
revolution’s doctrines. He seemed in 
many ways more like a man of the peo- 
ple than Ifke a prince. His enemies hint- 
ed that this was on account of his sup- 
posed plebeian birth. Louis XVIII died 
and was succeeded by Charles X. After 
another and very brief revolution Louis 
Philippe came to the threne in 1830. Old 
“Egalite’s’’ former ambitions were ful- 
filled. The boy whom he was supposed 
to have bought from a jailer was King. 

By way of concillating the restless na- 
tion Louis Philippe called himself, not 
“King of France,’’ but “King of the 
French.’ He showed a wonderful con- 
sideration for the plain people’s welfare 
and was champion of their rights. He 
was nicknamed (partly in affection, 
partly in ridicule) ‘“‘The Citizen King.”’ 
Aristocrats whispered that he had the 
manners of a jailer’s sen. And again 
arose the rumor that his fondness for 
the people was due to the fact that he 
was of humble birth. But no proof was 
ever brought publicly forward to sub- 
stantiate the story. 

In the course of time the people tired 
of Louis Philippe, grew to hate his min- 
isters and his measures, and planned to 
drive him from the throne. In 188 a 
revolution swept him out of power. He 
is said to have been forced to escape 
from the palace by creeping down a 
servants’ stairway disguised as a scul- 
lion. He and his Queen fled to England. 

As they set foot on British soil the for- 
mer ‘“‘Citizen King’’ is reported to have 
heaved a sigh of relief and to have 
grunted reassuringly to the trembling 
ex-Queen at his side: 

“Trot along, old woman! 
right now!”’ 

The sentiment savors rather of the 
jailer’s son than of an etiquette-bound 
Bourbon. 

Louis Philippe died in England two 
vears later. Whether the odd story of his 
birth was a mere calumny, framed by 
those who despised his simple ways and 
envied his position, or whether it had a 
real foundation of truth, the world at 
large will probably never know.

SUMMER TOGS 


HAVE ‘just gotten back from the 
most delightful little outing—three 
days at a quaint old inn by the dearest 
little lake imaginable. A little lake 
in the foothills of the Berkshires, un- 
spoiled. Nature had put on her most 
glorious apparel, her wonderful summer 
garb, and it was a pretty sight to see 
the summer girls, as if to complement 
the picture, strolling about the place in 
their shimmering light gowns and ac- 
companied by youthful swains in their 
spotless flannels. For a moment I won- 
dered where all the yachtsmen had 
come from, as there were nothing but 
canoes on the lake—not so much as a 
single motor boat visible—until I realized 
that most of the chaps on the lawn 
were merely city men wearing white 
flannel trousers with dark blue coats.

A THLETIC prowess on a ball club fs a splendid attribute. Baseball is first 


mental side is second. But one can not succeed without the other. There 
must be a system of play, well planned and carried out. There must be team 
work or a collection of the best physical players in the game today would 


have no success whatever. 


Looking at the game from the athletic 
side, one realizes the advantage of hav- 
ing young men on the field. Very few 
men, even among those who keep in 
physical condition continually, have the 
speed and endurance at 3% that they 
have at 20. But if baseball] is dependant 
on mental powers, it is better to have a 
club of men past 30 with years of ex- 
perience. No man can be as smart at 
20 as he is at 35. 

But if brains must stand idly on the 
field, knowing what to do but not pos- 
sessing the physical power to do it, of 
what profit is it to the club? On the 
other hand, of what use is the athlete 
of exceptional strength if he knows not 
how to use it? 

The Boston club of the American 
League, now playing in this city, comes 
as nearly being ideal in construction as 
any baseball club In existence today. It 
seems to be the pick of athletic and 
brainy young men of the country. The 
oldest man on the team is 30. The 
youngest is 19. The average age of the 
men is probably well under 2 years. 
That means that they should be physi- 
cally at their best for the next five 
years. Mentally they will improve. 


How Lake Did It. 

HEN Fred Lake, the present 
W leader of the Boston club, was 
gathering together this team, he 
picked athletic stars first of all. He 
judged his men in the minor leagues 
and in the colleges, from their speed. 
He took a chance that their minds could 
be developed, that he could teach them 

how to play big league baseball. 
his team was put together in the 
fall of 1907 and in the spring of 1908. 
A year ago when it made its ‘first ap- 
pearance in St. Louis, it was far. from 
being a good ball club. One may re- 


. eall,that in the first series played here 


last vear, the team made from four to 
nine errors in a game. The young 
players were excitable. They threw the 
ball wildly and to the wrong place. The 
base runners were caught in mad dash- 
es over the base’*lines. But the fact 
that those players could hurl the ball 
into the grand stand and that the run- 
ners could be caught on the base lines, 
proved they had the speed and daring 
to do things, and now that Fred Lake 
has them toned down, he is making 
those same qualities win ball games day 
after day. 

Too much eagerness and daring has 
hurt the chances of the club this year. 
The players have been too keen to run 
the bases and consequently, several of 
them have been laid up with injuries. 
They were trying to make great slides 
to bases, when they had not mastered 
completely the art of sliding. The 
pitchers overdid themselves in the early 
spring with the result that several! of 
them were laid off with sore arms. If 
it hadn't been that so much bad luck 
has attended the team this season, it 
would doubtless bé leading both Detroit 
and Philadelphia today, for in ability 
it surpasses either one of theBé teams. 

Team Still Has Chance. 

OSTON may win the pennant yet 
ts this year,. It is not far behind the 
Tigers. Ifithad justabit more 
pitching strength there is nothing that 
could keep it from going to the front. 
But whether it wins this year or not it is 
a team that is on the way to the top. It 
will be a better ball club next season 
than this year. It will be better stil] in 
1911. It is apparently on the Verge of 
@ great career. There may be unex- 
pected difficulties that will enter and 
break up the team, but such are net 
likely. Fred Lake may not prove com- 
peterit to lead a team to the front, but 
where there were few critics a year ago 
who believed him capable, there are doz- 

ens now who are sure he Is. 

The Boston team is at that stage of 
development now that the Chicago Cubs 
were in 1905. At that time Frank Chance 
was put in charge of the young athletes 
that Frank Selee had gathered together. 
Chance made a couple of trades getting 
Harry Steinfeldt and Jimmy Sheckard 
cefore the season of 1906 opened and then 
raced through that schedule and won 
116 games. It was because he had a 
eollection of athletes and ai splendid 
scheme of play.

Miss Stewart Declares She Was | == 
Not Cause of Lieut. Sut- 
ton’s Quarrel. 





HAD CALLED ON HER 


Died From Bullet After Bid- 
ding Her Goodnight— 
Séemed Happy That 
Night. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
STANEY BRAE, Muskoka Lakes, On- 


tario, July 15.—Miss Mary E. Stewart, 
who, it was said, might have informa- 
tion regarding the circumstances at- 


tending the death of Lieut. Sutton at 
Annapolis, was found here today by :‘ 
Post-Dispatch correspondent. * Staney 
Brae is an isolated spot on Lake Joseph, 
one of the chain of lakes in the Mus- 
koka district. When the reporter asked, 
‘What do you know about the death of 
Lieut. Sutton?’ she replied: 

“I know nothing about the death of 
Lieut. Sutton except what the people in 
Annapolis told me.” 

Miss Stewart went to .Annapolis orig- 
inally, she said, to take her young 
brother to a “prep’’ school. She intend- 
ed remaining only a few days. She 
met Lieut. Sutton at the hotel and her 
stay was lengthened to several days. 
Most of that time she was with Lieut. 
Sutton. On the day of the night on 
which the death of Lieut. Sutton oc- 
curred she was with him all the after- 
noon and evening and left hinr at 11:16 
o’clock. His death took place a short 
time afterward as he was on his way 
home to the barracks with some brother 
officers. 

His relatives believed him to have 
been murdered, she was told, and it was 
rumored that the cause was a quarrel 
over Miss Stewart. This she denied 
emphatically. 

Miss Stewart is petite, 21 years of age, 
and of ¢éngaging manner. 

Tells Her Story. 
“YT merely met Lieut. Sutton, and had 
known him three or four days and had 
been out with him a few times,’’ she 
gaid in answer to questions. “The way 
I came to write to Mrs. Sutton was be- 
cause she wrote ‘and asked me to tell 
her all I knew. . Her daughter, Lieut. 
Sutton’s sister, came to see me in An- 
napolis, but I was too ill to talk. 
~ “Jeter her mother wrote, and from 
what she said she seemed to have got 
a rather favorable impression of me 
from her daughter. She begged me to 
tell her all I knew of the death of her 
gon and said she had been told it was 
in a quarrel over me that her son was 
killed. 
“T told her I knew nothing ‘except 
what I had heard. And,” added Miss 
Stewart, flushing indignantly, “if it was 
she who is responsible for my name 
being dragged into this, it’s a pretty 
small thing for her to do. 
“My letters were entirely personal 
letters and there was not a thing in 
them that would give anyone the right 
to say I had inside information. 
“The government should have made a 
more thorough investigation when the 
affair happened,’* was Miss Stewart's 
comment. 
“Can you tell me of any of the events 
leading up to the death of the Lieuten- 
ant?’’ she was asked. ‘“‘Where had he 
been ?’’ 

“There was a dance that night at the 
navy scbool,”’ she replied promptly. 
“And were you and Lieut. Sutton 
there?’’ 

“T wasn’t there,’”’ she replied. 

‘Then was Lieut. Sutton?’ 

“N-no; he was with me. We were at 
a football match in the afternoon, and 
he went to the hotel with me. Then 
he went to the barracks and got his 
evening clothes and came back and we 
had dinner together; then we spent the 
evening together in the reception room 
of the hotel. It was about 11:15, when 
the others came home from the dance, 
and he left me.”’ 

“Did Lieut. Sutton refer to any trouble 
with any of the other officers, or did he 
seem melancholy or out oF sorts?” she 
was asked. 

“Nd, he said nothing whatever about 
being in any trouble, and he did not 
appear to be melancholy.” 

“Had he been drinking when he left 
you?” 

“Not that I know of. His mother 
asked me that, too. All I can say is 
that if he was drunk when the thing 
happened, he got drunk after he left 
me. e 

“Had he ever jntroduced you to any 
of the other officers?’”’ 

“Yes, I think I met a Lieut. Adams.” 

“Do you think it was in a quarrel 
over you that Lieut. Sutton met his 
death, or because of you?” 

“I most certainly do not,” was Miss 
Stewart’s emphatic reply. “Why, I had 
only known him two or three days.”
